As 
the Ministry of Health, it was out to do its best 
for the well-being of the community, but it had 
to remember that it could not exercise an entirely 
free hand. It was bound by certain laws ana 
regulations. What did it do? It assumed a 
genial attitude. It patted its enquirers on the 
back, but added: “ Be careful how you go! 
It was a policy of Laissez faire. 

Has it not now, however, we wonder, developed 
into something more? In the third annual report 
of the Ministry just issued we read: “ During 
the year under review the relief of distress due to 
unemployment has tended to check the tendency, 
mentioned in last year’s report, to an enlargement 
of the usefulness of the Poor Law infirmaries by 
the reception on payment of the full cost of a class 
of patients who would not in former years have had 
recourse to Poor Law. Even so, there has been 
considerable activity in this direction, and the 
administrative problems arising have required 
careful consideration.” This is the first time 
there has been an official bearing—a decided 
bearing we venture to think—one way or the 
other. Probably this bearing has been encouraged 
by the Ministry’s Consultative Committee, which 
is known to be in favour of the Guardians’ enter- 
prise. 

Whether the practice of which we speak is legal 
or illegal, it is undoubtedly a common sense One 
It is one which no reasonable person could contest 
except on legal grounds. The tales which found 
currency some two years ago about long waiting 
lists at voluntary hospitals while the infirmaries 
round the corner had half their beds empty, only 
emphasised the stupidity of the law on the point, 
and irritated the public because of the obvious 
waste of money. We consider that the attitude of 
the Ministry is quite a proper one. Critics might 
contend that the right thing to do would have been 
to have altered the law. But present conditions 
are abnormaland we hope will not always continu 
If in a few years they alter the original practice 
can be reverted to. 

From a nurse's point of view paying patients in 
infirmaries are to be encouraged. More exper- 
ience, more interest, more variety must ensue; 
better training, better qualifications must result 
We unhesitatingly welcome the project and we 
firmly believe that our readers will share our point 
of view.

Lack of privacy, lack of heat 
fa spare room were available), lack of linen in 
aything like the quantities to which the hospital 
qurse had been accustomed—all these conditions 
were discussed and the best solutions thought out. 
While the pupil nurse of to-day has advantages 
which were undreamed of by nurses a quarter 
dacentury ago, she lacks this kind of practical 
aperience. It is, one thing to achieve success 
inthe modern well-equipped operating room where 
definite rules cover every necessary step ; it is 
quite another proposition for the nurse to do 
stice to the needs of the patient when she lacks 
most of the materials and equipment which she 
bas learned to consider essential. 


SuccESS IN RuRAt SURROUNDINGS. 


A friend of mine vacationing on a Colorado 
ranch was urged by the doctor in a near-by town 
toassist him with a curettage. The case was an 
emetgency. The home was a two-room cabin. 
fore discouraging conditions for aseptic surgical 
vk would be hard to find. Clean towels and 
feets numbered two. However, the wife had 
aved all her cotton flour sacks which she used as 
land towels, dish towels, bei clothes, diapers, 
tt. A good supply of these served in the emer- 
gmcy. Into the dish pan, well scrubbed and 
“alded, was-poured a tea kettle of boiling water. 

pan was carefully covered with a clean flour 
ack which had been scalded and put outside 
cool—this served as the sterile water supply. 

Another tea kettle full was boiled for the hot 
valer supply. 

The bread mixing pan was of sufficient size 
permit the boiling of the larger instruments 
uit. A flour sack was spread in the bottom to 
melve them and lift them out. A thoroughly 
teaned milk pan covered them while boiling. 
Another milk pan was used to boil the surgeon’s 
og fountain syringe and some pledgets of 
‘ton. These were covered with another pan. 

king or cooking dishes were not used. When 


these articles were boiled there were four sterik 
basins ready for use—the two pans in which the 
articles were boiled plus the vessels which wer 
used as covers. 

The instruments were lifted out of the pan of 
boiling water in the flour sack, wrapped in it 
and placed upon a clean box (arranged end upward) 
This improvised table had been covered with a 
clean flour sack over which a very hot iron had 
previously been passed. Flour sacks made 
nearly sterile as possible by scalding and pressing 
with a very hot iron followed by careful wrapping 
were used to bind the patient’s legs. 

A Kelly pad of newspapers covered with sacks 
had been prepared ; but the doctor brought his 
own. The latter was covered with a flour sack 
made aseptic as noted above. 

The kitchen table was used for the operation 
A sheet passed behind the patient’s neck with 
ends tied to the legs did duty as a leg-holder 
A kitchen chair served as the surgeon's stool 
The ‘calf bucket’ caught the waste. Kitchen 
chairs and a box were used to hold the scrubbing 
up and solution basins. The doctor brought his 
own hand brushes which were boiled in a white 
enamel basin. 

A nurse's ingenuity and a pair of trained clean 
hands can work wonders in transforming a two- 
room cabin into a place where aseptic surgery 
is possible. 

A friend of mine recently witnessed a project 
lesson in a large New York hospital. Subject 
The preparation of a room in a private house for 
a major operation. She was astonished to find 
that eleven sheets were used in preparing the 
room. Even in the comfortable homes of the 
well-to-do the nurse would seldom find a supply 
of eleven sheets ready for such an emergency 
When sheets are lacking, remember the useful 
flour sack. Curtains, rags, will serve the purpose 
when properly prepared.

OTHER IMPROVISATIONS. 

A steam steriliser can be improvised from a 
common wash boiler with a tightly fitting cover. 
Put a brick or two at each end ; lay a few strips 
of narrow boards across, then place the articles 
(loosely wrapped) for sterilization on the wooden 
slats. Do not fill the boiler more than one- 
fourth full of water. After the boiling point 
is reached either move to the back of the stove 
or reduce the intensity of the fire so that the 
steam continues to form but vigorous boiling is 
avoided. One hour should be allowed for 
steaming. The articles can be dried off in a hot 
oven, care being taken not to scorch the enveloping 
linen. 

On more than one occasion, the writer has used 
a dining table as an operating table. With the 
table drawn out to the fullest extension, place

Most homes have a supply of empty glass 
fruit jars. These can be used to hold the cold 
sterile water. The jars can be thoroughly cleaned, 
filled with cold water and covered with pieces 
of clean cotton cloth tied over the tops. 


Place them in a milk pan or dish—the pan 


should be only partly filled with water—and 
allow the water to boil for an hour. Remove 
the jars, and set them away to cool. Normal 


salt solution can be prepared in the same way. 


A folding ironing board can be used as an 
instrument table. Basins can always be sterilized 
by turning one over the other. The bottom 
basin should be partly filled with water and 
allowed to boil. A meat dish, which is available 
in most homes, can be sterilized and used to hold 
scalpels and smaller instruments. 


Most doctors who expect to operate keep on 
hand a supply of sterile gauze and cotton and 
often they bring their instruments sterilized and 
ready for use. 
In any case, the nurse who has been well- 
trained in surgical technique and knows 
reason why she does every movement in the operat- 
ing room, can adapt this instruction to the needs 
of the situation in the individual home. Asepsis 
can be achieved under the most trying circum- 
stances.—The Trained Nurse and Hospital 
Revier 


MEDICAL NOTES. 
ADENOID OPERATIONS, 


The arrangements made for tonsil and adenoid 
operations on school children in Brighton are 
outlined by Dr. Duncan Forbes in his Report, and 
are quoted here in view of recent discussions on 
this subject :- 

Where operative treatment is considered neces- 
sary, arrangements are made, and printed instruc- 
tions as to feeding, etc., before operation are 
given to the parent, and also instructions for the 
care after operation. The treatment is carried out 
in an isolated building at the entrance to the 
sanatorium. There are an operating-room, two 
small wards, accommodating four and five beds 
respectively, a lavatory and a waiting-room, and 
it is important to note that the wards and lavatory 
intervene between the operating-room and _ the 
waiting-room. The operation is performed by the 
senior school doctor, the assistant school doctor 
giving the anesthetic, which consists of a mixture 
of two parts ether and one part chloroform. Before 
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the anzsthetic, each child is medically examined 
as to its fitness. Two nurses are in attendance— 
one in the operating-room and one in the wards 
Nine cases are tr¢ ated at a session: the Operations 
commence at 9.15 a.m. Before leaving, usually 
about mid-day, the doctors Satisly themselves as 
to the condition of the patients. The children are 
kept in bed till 4 p.m., the nurses being in atteng. 
ance, when they are conveyed home by the 
motor ambulance of the infirmary, the nurgs 
accompanying them to their homes. Any child 
who does not appear fit to travel is seen by the 
resident physician at the sanatorium, and if 
necessary, is detained Over-night in the isolation 
block. On the day after operation, each case js 
visited at home by a school nurse, who advises the 
parent and also notes the condition of the child 
Further home visits are made if necessary. The 
child is brought to the clinic a week after operation, 
the condition of the throat noted, and the question 
of its fitness for school or otherwise settled 
Children who have been operated upon are also 
seen a year later at the clinic. 

The school nurse’s visits at the home are 
welcomed, for, apart from showing that the childis 
still under observation, the nurse is often able to 
relieve parental anxiety. No fatality has so far 
occurred under this system.—The Lancet. 

VITAMINS, 

An American investigator, quoted in the British 
Medical Journal, states that a human being can 
only thrive when fed on a diet containing a suffi- 
cient supply of vitamins, and observes that the 
concentration of populations in towns has resulted 
in our diet consisting essentially of highly milled 
cereal products, muscle meats, potatoes, and sugar 
Such diets are insufficient to maintain animal 
in health and are proving a failure in the case of 
children. Such diets should be supplemented by 
vitamin-rich foods, of which the most important 
are milk and milk products, green vegetables, and 
fruit—substances which McCollum designates as 
‘‘ protective” foods. He advises that a diet 
should include salads twice a day, a liberal helping 
of cooked green vegetables once a day, and the 
equivalent of a quart of milk as milk or milk 
products. 

In connection with this, experiments were made 
on some American manufactured foods purporting 
to contain vitamins; they were found deficient 
in anti-scorbutic properties. Vitamins are very 
unstable, and hitherto it has been found practically 
impossible to concentrate them in the laboratory. 


[he following prophylactic measure against influenza 
was adopted with great success last year among the 
nurses of an American hospital: a few drops of liquid 
paraffin were injected once a day into each nostril and 
allowed to trickle into the throat The throat was alter 
wards painted with a solution of silver nitrate Argyto!

ANSWERS BY A 


1. In the case of a small room with a small fire- 
place, what suggestions would you make for ventila- 
tion by means of homely contrivances? What may 
ie the cause of a stuffy smell in a room apparently 
dean, and how would you try to remedy it ? 

The window must be made to do most of the 
work of ventilation. Open top and _ bottom 
during fine warm weather. As the fireplace 
would have been the outlet for impure air the aim 
must be to provide another. This may be don 
by using the top of the window, or by having a 
pane removed from the top and putting a piece 
of muslin or perforated zinc in its place to prevent 
the patient feeling a draught. Sometimes there 
js a glazier in the family who would put ina 
luvred pane. These suggestions are useful in 
windows which will not open at the top or which 
the patient cannot bear open. An outlet can also 
be made by removing a small square at the top of 
the door and inserting perforated zinc. A Hinckes- 
Bird ventilator is easily improvised for an inlet 
by inserting a piece of wood to fit under the lower 
sash and so raising the sash to allow air to enter 
between this and the upper one. 

The cause of a stuffy smell in a room may be 
from lack of ventilation, overcrowding, especially 
with people with old and unwashed outer clothing, 
stale food, flowers in stale water, stale water 
under soap dishes, dirty house flannels and dish- 
cloths, unwashed crockery, dust in corners. In 
a sick room, bedpans and other utensils may 
perhaps not be thoroughly cleansed after use. 
The nurse should endeavour to secure efficient 
ventilation, giving advice as to washing of dirty 
utensils and herself taking the responsibility of 
those utensils connected with her work. All 
dirty clothing, flowers and litter should be removed. 

2. In preparing artificial food for a baby what 
should be your aim, and how would you carry this 
oul if the materials available were (a) fresh cow's 
milk and (b) dried milk ? 

In preparing artificial food for a baby the chief 
things to aim at are purity of food, cleanliness of 
bottles and everything connected with the prepar- 
ation of the food, and correct proportions of the 
costituents, given at the right temperature. 

Fresh cow's milk should be obtained from a 
dairy certified Grade A1, delivered in sealed bottles. 
It should be pasteurised as soon as received by 
Placing in a jug specially kept for this in a pan of 
water and bringing the water to the boil and 
allowing it to boil for 20 minutes. It should be 
femoved, covered with muslin and put in a cool 
place. In hot weather it should stand in cold 
Water. The diluent should be sterile and also 
kept covered. Feeds should be mixed in required 
Mopertion according to the age of the baby, 
tmembering also that each baby must be fed 
“cording to its capacity and not merely by rule,

Milk sugat 
Vitamins must be given 
in the form of grape or orange juice, and extra 
fat, if required, by olive oil 

Bottles must be kept scrupulously clean, boiled 
once daily, and the teat and valve washed thor 
oughly after each feed. All to be k pt in a clean 
bowl covered with either weak saline, boraci 
lotion or boiled water, covered over to keep out 
the dust. 

(b) Dried milk must be- mixed to required 
strength with boiled water, the tin in which th 
powder is kept must be ke pt airtight to keep the 
powder from becoming musty. These milks are 
valuable in hot weather, or where the fresh milk 
supply is not good, but it is advisable to supply 
vitamins in the same way as for fresh milk feeding 
The same precautions as above should be taken 
as to cleanliness

3. You aie asked by the doctor to go to a case o 
hamatemesis late at night to put the patient comfort 
able and to give instructions to the friends as to how 
fo act m your absence. State in detail 
would do. 

No special treatment having been ordered, the 
main thing is to make the patient comfortable 
with as little disturbance as possible. He must 
not be allowed to talk, sit up or move about. His 
head must be kept low, plenty of ventilation in 
the room and warmth to the patient. Put a hot 
bottle, brick or iron to the feet. Remove as much 
as possible of the clothing stained with haemorrhage 
without disturbing him, put a clean towel over the 
pillow and over the top part of the upper sheet 
to protect in case of a further attack. Wash hands 
and face only. Being late at night it may be 
difficult to get ice; the most likely places are a 
butcher’s or fishmonger’s shop, a large hotel, or 
if on an estate or near a large establishment, there 
would probably be some available ther 

If the doctor has ordered this to be sucked, 
break it into convenient pieces with a hatpin, 
cover a deep saucer with a piece of rag, fastening 
it tightly underneath so the water drains into 
Stand on a basin and give with a spoon.

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RE-UNION AT CRUMPSALL INFIRMARY. 


OR once the weather was kind in Manchester, and 
F Crumpsall nurses met 0 Michaelmas Day in 
[The occasion of the Re-union 
was the dedication of a beautiful bust of Edith Cavell 
subscribed for by the past and present Crumpsall nurses 
and placed in the entrance of the Infirmary opposite to 
a bust of Florence Nightingale, which has stood there 
for many years. A memorial tablet to Crumpsall nurses 
who died in the war was dedicated at the same time 
It was a great Re-union of past and present nurses, and 
everyone felt it to be specially appropriate and delightful 
that Miss Girdlestone, R.R.C., late matron of the Infirmary, 
had consented to be present and to unveil the tablet 
and bust. 

The visitors were received by the present matron, 
Miss Burgess, A.R.R.C., in the nurses’ garden, where a 
marquee had been put up for the memorial service. _ 

The service was full of hope and inspiration, opening 
with the hymn “ O God our help in ages past.”” The 
lesson was from the Epistle to the Thessalonians, ‘ If we 
believe that Jesus died and rose again, even so them that 
are fallen asleep in Jesus will God bring with Him ..

wherefore comfort one another with these words.” After 
the prayers and the hymn “ Abide with me,” which 
Edith Cavell repeated just before her execution, an 


address was given by the Bishop of Whalley, who had 
kindly come to hold the service and dedicate the 
memorials. The Bishop spoke of the great example given 
to all nurses by Edith Cavell’s life and death, and gave 
a short account of her work and of her imprisonment 
and execution. He also spoke of the work of nursing, 
of its greatness and its power for good, and exhorted 
all nurses to follow in the steps of the devoted women 
who had given their lives to the service of God in nursing. 
He specially wished his hearers to take one thought away 
with them, in words which were truly the expression of 
these devoted lives : ‘‘ This God is our God for ever and 
ever; He shall be our guide unto death.” 

After the singing of the hymn “ For all the Saints” 
came the dedication of the memorial in the entrance hall. 
The number of nurses was far too large for the hall, and 
they stood outside on the lawn, where all could hear and 
see. Miss Girdlestone spoke to them from the top of 
the steps at the door. She said ‘* Before unveiling 
the memorials to Miss Cavell and our nurses I should 
like to say a few words, and first how very glad I am to 
be with you to-day. I was here as matron when the 
terrible news of Miss Cavell’s death came; some of you 
may remember the memorial service we had for her. 
To-day I am asked to unveil the memorial given by past 
and present nurses of this Hospital. It will stand near 
the honoured bust of Miss Nightingale, the great pioneer 
of nursing Both of them should be an inspiration to 
all true nurses. Miss Nightingale, after her great work 
in the Crimea, spent a long life in thought and work for 
nurses and in the building up of the nursing profession 
Miss Cavell inspires us by her death, a death for the sake 
of others, for she knew the risk she ran in saving the 
lives of the soldiers whom she helped to escape from the 
Germans. There is also the tablet to our own nufses 
who died of illness contracted in nursing during the war 
[wo of these I knew well; they worked with me as sisters 
They knew the risks they were running, but took them 
for the sake of their patients. Their names will always 
be remembered in their training school. During the 
last six years I see that many improvements have taken 


place at Crumpsall; and I rejoice to think how much 
easier a nurse’s life is now as compared with former 
days. But there is still room for the spirit of self-sacrifice 


the spirit which inspired nurses during the war, when 
they never counted the long hours they spent on duty 
when the big convoys of wounded came in. This spirit 
of self-sacrifice is really love in action. If a nurse loves 
her work she will sacrifice many things in order to become 
proficient in it. If she loves her patients she will think 


nothing a trouble if she can help them, and will give up 
her time and pleasure for their sakes. 


And highest of 





all, if she loves God, she will be willi to give 
lite a willing sacrifice to His service 
action ' when you look on these memorials, and re member 
that it is the example of the Crumpsall nurses of to-day 
that will be the inspiration of the Crumpsall nurses ¢¢ 
the future 

The senior ward sister, Sister Povall having presented 
Miss Girdlestone with a bouquet of scarlet and white 
carnations, Miss Girdlestone unveiled the memorials, and 
the Bishop spoke the words of dedication In the 
faith of our Lord Jesus Christ we dedicate this bust, in 
memory of His servant Edith Cavell. In the Name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. Amen 

When the tablet had been dedicated in similar words 
the Bishop gave the blessing, standing in the doorway 
facing the nurses. The Last Post was sounded by a 
band of boys from the Styal Homes, and the service 
closed with the National Anthem 

As we stood in the doorway, in this glorious afternoon 
sunshine, the thoughts of many of the sisters went back 
to the dark nights eight years ago, when we waited on 
that very spot for the ambulanees coming up with 
wounded from Manchester. Miss Girdlestone’s words 
had recalled to us that hard and happy time, and we 
rejoiced to feel that so many of that band of sisters 
were together, and that others were with us in spirit 
But it was impossible to linger over associations, however 
dear; old friends were eagerly greeting each other as we 
moved along to the nurses’ sitting-room; everyone was 
anxious to have at least a few words with Miss Girdlestone 
or, if she was too closely surrounded, with Miss Thicknesse 
or one of the sisters. The nurses’ sitting-room was 
quickly filled with a happy crowd of nurses who, over 
an excellent tea, discussed the many improvements in 
the wards, past events, old jokes and present work.

Sir James Affleck. 


The funeral of Sir James Affleck, who was for so many 
years a good friend of the nurses (the promoters of State 
Registration and also of the College of Nursing will always 
remember his great services) took place last week at 
the Dean Cemetery, Edinburgh. Nurses were largely 
represented : Superintendents and Sisters were present 
from the Royal Infirmary, various hospitals and nursing 
homes in the city and the King Edward VII. Memorial 
Home for Retired Nurses. Miss Thomas, Matron, City 
Hospital, and Miss Graham, of the Seottish Association of 
Trained Nurses, represented the Scottish Roard of the 
College of Nursing, Miss Cumming, Matron of the Long- 
more Hospital was also present. Although it was re- 
quested that there should Le no flowers the feeling among 
Edinburgh nurses was so strong that some sympathetic 
expression seemed necessary, and a large wreath was 
sent from the nurses of Edinburgh, including the staffs 
of the various hospitals and nursing homes. 

Sir James Affleck left £2,000 to the nursing depart- 
ment, in addition to £6,000 for Edinburgh Infirmary, and 
£5,000 to Edinburgh Hospital for Incurables. 

Seottish Nurses’ Club. 

The Club at 203, Bath Street, Glasgow, was transformed 
last Saturday afternoon into a gay and busy shopping 
centre, when a sale of work in aid of the extension furnish- 
ing fund was opened by the Marchioness of Ailsa, president. 
As with the two previous sales it was promoted by the 
members, in whose hands were the arrangements as well 
as the disposal of the money realised. The extension is 
now complete and without debt. A tea-room was ar- 
ranged in the new drawing room upstairs, as yet unfur- 
nighed.
